We give I iiu considerable space, beouse 
we are for free sj»et eh , a free press, free courts, 
and free elections; everything free except ue- 
groes: and, contrary to Mr. T., we don't be- 
lieve slavery tbe dose ol onr trouble?, nor its 
abolition tbe cure for theui. 

After the me made of this slavery question 
North and South, It is natural to conclude that 
it war- the cau*e of the rebel. ior>. This view 
of the subject we hold entirely fuperficisl 
This is not tbe tir*t rebellion in the United 
States. It is only tbe Aral full blown and 
bloody. There were tLe elements of rebellion 
in InjO, to tay nothing of the whisky insurrec- 
tion. Virginia politician* and their friends 
were exiled from the high p'aces of the Gov- 
ernment, ana when the result of the Presiden 
tial election was in doubt, it looked ominous, 
if we may trust the history of that period. 
Slavery had nothing la da with the aflair. 
There was a ajfetict of principles; bat there 
was what «as far more c'aoge rous— a coDflijt 
1-etween amoitions partisans.

With all these trouble* 
t-Iavery had notbirg to do; it WM the ambition 
of partisan politicians. 

Commeicc was not ihe<ause of lie Now 
England nbtllion at tie beginning of this 
century. Th* taritt was not t he fay pc of tbe 
South Carolina rebellion of le*2. Tbe-e wi re 
bat sobj.-ctf used to stir up rebellion. So 
slavery is not the «aL%c of thir rcvcluliou. A 
very few facts will show that it w« no interest 
in slavery that made this rebellion. The issue 
made was, that ail d* i>arlmeni£ of the Govern- 
ment should protect the right of pro; erty in 
slave* In a Territory until it became a State, 
when the State m ghl rej ct the institution of 
slavery if it* people so willed. This was the 
po ut made, and filling to carry it, secession 
wa* ton rived and can led on*. 

Now, these men knew that any attempt of 
the Federal Government to protect slavery 
where it v. a* cot watted would make tbe iu- 
*iitutiou odious and insure its rejection. They 
were not so simple a* to believe that their 
doctrine mould extend slavery. Thry knew, 
moreover, that even it there was no opposi- 
tion to 1 1.. very, there was n t a sufficient 
number ot slaves in the United Sales to 
supply ear Territories with that kind of labor 
They knew there was no s'atute against 
slavti>; that none could be placed there by 
Congress; that slavery wcu'dnot be interfered 
with any where. 

The tpprehensione of people not well-in- 
formed could be excited: but these conspira- 
tors against the Union had no apprehensions, 
could have had none. 

They bad a reason, however, to get up s re- 
bellion. They saw frcm the current of politi- 
cal sentiment that they could not control tbe 
Federsl GovercmeuL The Democratic States 
North wculd not forgive u whole school of 
politicians South for their conduct on tbe 
Kansas question: arc without the aid of these 
Slates these politiciana couid not be Presi- 
dents, Secretaries and t reat things generally. 
They saw cleariy they were exiled from power 
for their generation. Other pecple who locked 
on saw it, too. It waa a desperate r-trugirie 
for power that Lad fl pt away. As long at 
these men be Id power it was a glorious Union. 
Personal liberty billr, fugitive tkve laws aud 
John Brown raids, would not have disturbed 
the ccmjdacency of these men il they could 
only reach the object of their ambition — c ffL-e. 

We need cot point tut the use made of the 
slavery question and cl other questions to 
edte-ate the Southern mind acu fire the South- 
ern heart. Ambition wa* the prompter: all 
the rest ambition used to gratify its i«jrpej*< s.

in form, our* is the most complex and, 
therefore, the be*; government in tbe world. 
It form* such a system of cheeks and counter- 
checks that nothing bat force can destroy it. 
It was cot of a character to wear out. In its 
working, tbe usefulness of the State govern- 
ments has been proved in the fact that In them, 
when partisan power held unlimited sway at 
Washington, the freedom of the people has 
found refuge. 

To derive the right of secession from these 
rights, which have fled to the sanctuary ot the 
Stite governments for refuge, is to destroy all 
the good they are intended to accomplish. 
They are bound to resist, in the Union, sll en- 
croachments, deriving their right to do so from 
the Constitution itself. 

There ha* always been a party in this coun- 
try, whicb, under various disguises, ha* 
attempted to override the lines which 
mrak tbe reserved right* of the States- - 
The old Federalist party, the old Whi? 
party, partially, and lately tbe Republicaa 
party, under the lead of the President. Tbe 
two former only sought by sppeals and argu- 
ments to have the change made, but the latter, 
finding them useless and the restraint* of the 
Siatei- im onveuient, uses direct violence. The 
argument of an srmed force is irresistible to 
all others. If he succeeds we will cerulnly 
have a stapler form of government easy to 
understand, but, unfortunately, there v> ill 
be no use ol understanding It. 

Miutaet Railroad.— It will be remem- 
bered that the President urged upon the last 
Congress the importance of constructing a 
railroad, as a military measure of necessity, 
Ihipwiga the southeast portion of the h ate, 
leading from Danville or Nicbolaeville to- 
wards Cumberland Gip. It is estimated that 
it will cost the Government more to transport 
ihe supplies of an army in that direction than 
il would to build the road, it ceem* late now 
to agitate the question, but, if the road could 
be made in thirty days, as some have said, it 
ought to be undertaken at once. The im- 
mense losses to Ess* Tennessee and S .»uth 
east Kentucky by tbe neglect of the Govern- 
ment, give that section a right to demand at 
least tbie much. Tbe DaLvllle Tribune taya : 

As the matter now Etitndt, the immense 
suj ulies for the greater portion of tbe army 
of Kentucky have lo be conveyed frcm Nlch- 
olvville (ihe present terminus of tbe Ken- 
tucky Central Railroad,) by mule teams. Tt.e 
process i* slow, and greatly retards the move- 
ment* of the army. In thirty days the road 
could be finished from Nicbolaeville to tbe 
river, and from the river to this point in a 
comparatively abort time. 

As -uggtstid by Gcueral C ambs In his let- 
ter to Mr. Hell, the expense of the work could 
be greatly lessem-d by "putting: the idli von- 
t»Aij«*db' in puh*ewon of the <"« jvernmeui to 
work under proper supervision instead of 
turning them into soldiers. Cut picks, spades 
and shovels Into their bands in place of uius- 
laaa and bayonets. ' 

Tne importance of this great work demands 
that it should be brought to tbe attention or 
our m iliary authorities. The suggestions of 
the President in his message to Congress 
upon ibis subject were wise and timely, and 
should have received the attention ot that 
t>ody. Although the matter has been greatly 
delayed, it is uot yet loo late lo receive Ihe 
attention of those who have it in their power 
to construct the work.

providential visit eiioi.s, elosing with the death 
ot the first born ot every lamiiy, deliverance 
came to the oppteesed. King cottcn should 
learn wisdom by experience, a^d pr< lit by the 
example, leet, alter enduring like stfictio s, 
there may be another ex dus and the pur- 
suers become ovewbelmed in the waves of the 
sea which they have caused to rage. 

History furnishes the surest guides to light 
us to jast conclusions; let us refer o it. After 
General Jackson had cruslc I cut nullification, 
he foretold that the next attempt ou the part 
of the South to dissolve the Union woul i be on 
account ot slavery. A few years brought ou 
the Mexican war, waged, as pretended by the 
Democrats, to extend the area of freedom, bat 
understood by every one to extend negro 
slavery, and care wa? taken in the resolutions 
forsnnextlion to provide for slavery in all 
the States to be formed out of the t rritory 
tnus acquired. After this, notwithstanding 
both parties; { Whigs and Democrats) had 
pledged themselves net to agitate the ques- 
tion of slavery, the party in power repealed 
the Missouri compromise against the solemn 
warning and protest of opponents; then 
followed tbe Drcd Seoti decision, in- 
tended a* a salve to the national wrong, 
and when it was apparent Irom the Kansas 
imbr glio, which was a natu-al sequence to 
ihe foregoing occurrences, that there was a 
spirit in the country that would not permit 
the borders of slavery to be enlarged, then it 
was that the South determined lo rebel ogaits. 
tbe Union, and now, by falsehood, fraud and 
violence (.the legitimate out-cropping* of 
slavery), tne rebellion has assumed fearful 
proportions. 

It* fri< nds detract from tbe importance of 
slavery by calling ii the occasion instead of 
the cause of the war— ft is both. My opinion 
of slavery ha* beeu upon record over forty- 
year*. The Legislti the of Indiana censurea 
Waller Taylor, one i" her Senators iu Con- 
gress, for voting fcr tt:e admission of Missouri 
into the L'nion without thesDvery restriction. 
My vote and protest against the resolu ions of 
censure are to be seen on the jourt als of the 
House of Representative* of ;uat State, thus 
proving my opinion that slavery Is a State In- 
stitution, and not subject to the coutrol or In- 
terference ot any other power whatever, nor 
can the proposition of tVe President to manu- 
mit the slaves upoo compensation addressed 
i M tbe matter be, by any fair rule, construed 
into an Interference. Tne President tabl we 
w ould be rid ol our slaves by the abrasion ai.d 
friction of war. The answers of our officials 
have bsen taunts and abuse; no one has ven- 
tured to deny tbe truthfulness of the propo- 
sition, 1< r it is sustainid by every day occur- 
rences. 

1'revicui to the days of John C Calhoun to 
man of acy no e ciiner North or Sou'h of Ms- 
son & Dixon's line was ever heard to advocate 
slavery ; nor wa* it, until cotton reached ten 
cent* per pound, d.scovercd to be a Dirinc in- 
stitution. Our lathers wcr^ slave-owners, and 
w hilst they accepted of the . iostiiutioa a* au 
inheritance, they freely spoke of i ai a tocial, 
mors! and political evil, aid often foretolj 
th it it would cause trouble to the country. 

Their prediction is this dsy verified, and th; 
que- Con presents iisell, ajc we equai to the 
crisis!' W ith all the lights ol experience, have 
we the courage lo do our duty:- The grovel- 
ing disposition that paudtws lo a vicioua pub- 
lic sentiment is supremely despicable, ice 
man who yields hlE judgment upon a ques'lon 
seriously affecting the community, to conform 
to the popular wtum and coprico of the pun- 
He, it unworthy the eontideuce of a free peo- 
ple. The trouble with us is that our leauing 
men to not boldly proclaim the convictions 
of their own judgments, thereby permitting 
inferior intellecu to mold public opinion, lu 
doing which gasconade, brava/io ana violence 
are powerful adjancts, all which could be 
easily avoided if ihe honest Intelligence of tbe 
country would but speak out aud make itself 
heard. Sooner or later we shall be rid of ne- 
gro slavery'. Fxpcrience has proved that it 
is cot fit for the w bite mm. How ? then, shall 
It be done? Immediate emancipation, with or 
without compensation, or emancipation by a 
post natal operation, are Ue modes spoken 
ot, cither q% which should be attended wiih. 



The latter mode 
is preferred a* beine beat suited to tbe con- 
dition of things. N^w comes up the qnes 
lion : shall we, whilst we have a chance, make 
the move in this great matter, or shall we 
wait to have it forced upon ua, when the will 
of others, and not ours, m ust rule* Secession 
and Abolitionism are equally wrong, being 
contriry to law and good order In society 
but for a people to conosel ti gether and, bv 
voluntary action, relieve themselves of an evP 
for which they have contracted a favorable 
prejudice, would he a matter of praise with 
tbe great and good of after generations. 

It is not nnn e ual in conversation to hear 
the expression, hid it not been for the fanatic* 
of the Xorth.otHcState trov'd b>j thi* time have 
become a free State. Why would that have 
been the case* This is opening a book tha>, 
U would be well for us to read and studv. 
Within my r collection these Northern fanatics, 
as tcey are called, did not amount to a corpo- 
rals guard in numbers, their saying and doings 
were repeated in parts, and they were esteem- 
ed wild and visonary, but we ara now experi- 
encing the sad realiiic* of their predictions, 
and some begin to regret that more heed wa* 
not given to advice, so kindly ottered. They, 
l'k-i Wllberforcc and others of England, enun- 
cioed the doctr'ne that nations are punish- 
ed In time for their shortcomings, and that 
whenever they incorporate iu their govern- 
ments a custom at variance with the principles 
rf eternal justice and truth, it must necessari- 
ly produce jam that is use trouble, and lead 
ultimately to bloodshed aud wars. Pause and 
examine this open hook, the history ot 
slavery; see how many jars it has produced 
Even In our own time, tne vaulting ambition 
of one man, desiring to be made President, 
trust ing to the po*er of slavery, caused the 
removal of a National landmark, fixed by our 
fathers, and the jar was felt from the center to 
the. circumference ot the naticn, snd allhougr 
at first it wa* a mere speck upon tbe polki, ,1 
horizou, not bijyer than a use <'« hind, It has 
cow overcast the whole firmament, and we 
are deluged in a sea ot trouble aud bloodshed. 
Looking at tbe many aud luonstroui social 
aud political jirs experienced from the Insti- 
tution of flavery with tbe ]*ucity of coun- 
terbalancing good, it is )ia*sing Strang'* that 
we hesitate lo move in ihe matter, and that 
immediately. We may hu? the institution to 
our bosoms, build temple* in whicb to wor- 
ship It, sscrifice hecatombs of our children 
yearly <for such this moloeh require*;, and 
yet if it is not io harmony with the rules pre- 
scribed by Omnipotence for the government 
of His creatures upon His feo. stool, it will 
all be In vain and we shall receive the just re- 
ward for cur folly. 

Tbe error of ibe Abolitionists (a* is too 
often the case with reformers) has been that 
they, at least some of them, have attempted 
to enforce their do< ttinc without regard to 
the feelings or rights of others under the es- 
tablished ltws ol the land. Il in possible if 
they had relied upon moral suasion only, thev 
would have done more good; yet He who 
rules the nations has permitted the course 
pursued. 

Look at snother sign of the times porten- 
tious of coming events. There are over four 
mi. lions of slaves, one fourth more souls than 
were in the colonies at ihe revolution,' and 
they are as dumb upon the passing occur- 
rences of the day as the cattle of the field. If 
they are spoken to upon thesubject of the w a-, 
their answer is some pleasantry or attempt at 
wit. They hear, and doub'l ss communicate to 
each other all they hear. They seem to 
possets llieir touh in patience, snd by their sub 
missive obedience are makiug friends amongst 
us ai.d producing a strong sympathy with the 
outside world, inelr very siienca indicate* a 
s plrit and teaching not of hum in origin. When 
tb<ybearof the butcheries by tbe rebels of 
| persons of their class in eokl blood, and for 
no offense, they betake themselves to the list, 
yet greatest, resource of down trodden human 
nature, and, we have been told, the effect of 
lcrvect prny. r. Let us. like Hue men, move 
in this matter before all these combinations 
of circumstances "avail much"' against us. 

Abuse of tbe President for arresting and 
confining citizens suspected of treasonable 
practices; hi* emancipation proclamation, hi.* 
recommended confiscation bills, and of his 
arming the free blacks, piomiseto occupy a 
prominent position ia tbe present canvass. 

As lo the first, the real causa ot complaint 
has been that many more were not arrested 
and prevented from spreading th<.'ir opooton- 
Uke i rca? on among the people. Aa (o the 
other compluiuls, we hare reason to be grate- 
ful ton kind Providence iu directing our e boice 
of the proper man lor thu crisis. Tne tVoo* 
dent has repeatedly declared that be was for 
Ihe restoration of the I nion; that be was for 
wcatcver tended to thai end, and wa* opposed 
to Whaler' r militated against it, and his acts 
show that be has kept his word. We had been 
at open war tweuly months: we had lost two 
hundred thousand of our choi< e young men, 
had expended a thousand million of dollars, 
and had made little progreas. Southern 
statesiueu were repeating mat so long as tney 
rctained their slaves to raise supplies far J 
Bunding army, it was folly for us to think of 
overcoming them. 

Ml for the Union aud true to himself and 
the couu ry, the President declared the slaves 
ol the bomb free; this was no interference 
with slavery in any of th' States of the Unite 1 
SUtten, for these States are out of the Union, 
and we are fighting to bring them back.. As 
to the i^onfiscation acts, it is the first time in 
the history o! the world where the people 
have condemned their rulers for depriving 
their open enemies of the means of prosecut 
ing a devastating and relentless war. 

Eleven of the thirteen 5tates had negro sol- 
diers in their armies during the revolution, and 
iu several Stales negro slaves were ree-m-d 
as recruits, and thereby obtained their free- 
dom. In tbe war of IBIS General Jackson in- 
vited the free biacks lo take up arms in de- 
le nee ot their country. It require* a stretch oi 
charity to think that anv one learned in the 
law believes that the proclamation of emanci 

Sation, acu of confiscation or arming the 
1 tcks, are UBCOustilullonal. They all meet 
my cordial approval, except the last, and that 
is of doubtful expediency. The right to cat- 
vaa* the propriety of measure* is not ernes 
turned, but aouse of the President come* with 
an ill grace from Kentuckians, when it is 
known that he deferred his better judgment 
to the wishes of our Union men, when he has 
repeatedly asked what Kentucky wanted, and 
her every wish has been complied with. But 
when the President recollects that bis acts are 
approved by hi* true friends — those who placed 
him in power — and that if he holds out as he 
has besruu hii name will find a niche in 
the temple of fame in company with the 
greatest of this or any other age or country, 
he miy atf jrd some patience under abuse. 

Let me implore you, fellow citl^as, to turn 
a deaf ear to the propositlou lo hold a conven 



teeral part of onr Government, and our ship 
ot State shall be careering on tbe tide of time 
to the highest possible state of peaceful pros 
perity. These people prove their attachment 
to the West by their works. Judge, then, for 
yourselves of the policy or propriety of in 
any way offering them offense or treatimr 
them unkindly.

We have assumed to be one of 
the powerful nations of the earth. President 
M*nroe, In his message to Congress tonclnrg 
the anticipated course of conduct of tbe lloly 
Alliance, towards several governments in our 
hemisphere, enunciated the principle that our 
Government would not tolerate anv inter- 
ference, by any European Power, with tbe 
Government* upon the American continent. If 
we intend to preserve self-respect, or com- 
mand respect abroad, we must live up to this 
doctrine. Therefore the cause* that have in- 
duced tbe Emperor of the French to invade 
Mexico thoull be Inquired Into, and bis arro- 
gant reference to the policy of our Govern-

conduct of England iu receiving the magnan- 
imous donations of qur people to feed her

Again, when 
Ecgland and France proposed to our Govern- 
ment-* triplicate treaty, guaranteeing the po- 
litical status of Cub*, oy which the United 
States would be bound not to annex her to the 
Union, EJwasd Everett (another New Eofc- 
land statesman ). then Secretary of Bute, wrote

Frto.M tub Kanawha. — The Cincinnati Ga- 
zette learns from an officer of one of the reg- 
iments stationed in the Kanawha Valley, who 
left Charleston, Yirgiuia, on Friday, sud ar- 
rived there Sunday morniug, that our pickets 
on th' Raleigh road, between Fayctteville and 
Kaleigb, were attacked aud surrouudeel on 
SuLd.iy morning last. After a right, they all 
escaped but one. 8k irmisbing continued until 
noon of T ueeday, when our pickets were all 
driven in. The enemy attacked the force un- 
der commind of C olonel White, at one o'clock 
In the evening, on Tuesday, with cannon, aud 
they kept up tbe fire briskly until Wednesday 
noon, when they fell lack. We fought them 
from our breastworks, and had oue killed aud 
nine wounded. The rebels were under Brig- 
adier General McGoaleu. 

It is known that Generals Imboden and 
F.eklcs were at Lewiaburg, Ya , with the force 
that wa* lately operating on tho Baltimore 
i Ohio r.allroad, and it is expected that this 
movement or» Fayotteville is 
while they operate elsewhere.

It is said tint, the weeds aud bnr- 
caeles ou the bottom of iron vessels reduce 
tbe speed about oue mile for evcy month 
they are ic eerv n -\ The paint which protects 
the vessel from thee-! attachments consists of 
the oxide eif copper boiled In Unseed oiL -\ 
sub-oxide cf copper is roasted until it has ab - 
sorbed sufficient oxygen to become black 
oxide, then it It reduced to powder and b<iiled 
in linseed oil until it assumes a puca color. It 
should be of moderate thickness when applied. 
The armor clad frigate Warrior was coated 
with this paint, and alter she had been nine 
months in the service no signs of oxldizitior 
were obeervable on her plating, and htr bot- 
tom wss comi<araiivtly clean. This discovery 
at the present time, when iron is the chief ma- 
terial in the consiruciion of the hulls of ves- 
sels, national and commercial, will be an im- 
mense saving.

|3F~We learn from a correspondent of tho 
Cincinnati Commercial, who writes from Soui 
erect, in this Stale, on the lS:h Inst., that a 
member of Colonel Woolford s cavalry, w ho 
was captured by the rebels about twelve 
mouths ago, had effected his escape from 1m- 
prisomneut, and just arrived iu camp. The 
soldier passed through Last Tennessee, from 
North Carolina, where he bud Leen so long 
coufined, and relates that the rebel* are iu 
considerable force south of SuebenvUlc, a 
small town near tbe Cumbe rland river, four- 
teen mile* south ot Sligali* ferry. Gen. Mor 
gin is e%id to be in command there. General 
Buckner It reported as at Morristown, In Last 
Tennessee, at which point he is eolk>cting a 
large force.

When our cavalry, a few weeks ago, made 
a dash into McMinuville, Middle Tennessee, 
they captured a notorious guerrilla, known as 

Dick McCann. He managed to mtke hi* 
escape. The way In which he was taken and 
got away, is thus related In the Southern 
newspapers: 

A correspondent ol the Atlanta Confederacy 
furnishes the following account of the escape 
of Morgan and McCaam from ihe Yankees, in 

their late raid npon the town ot McMinuville: 
On Friday morning General Mc.rgan receiv- 
ed information from Major Bullitt, command- 
ing at Woodbury, that ihe Yankees were mov- 
ing In heavy force cf cavalry and infantry, on 
McMinuville. Tie immediately sent out a 
scout to ascertain the truth of this, who re- 
turned about 11 o'clock, confirming the first 
report. Every thing wa* ordered to be held 
in readiness for an immediate evacuation; Ihe 
wagons were loaded and sent to tbe rear, and 
every preparation made that our facilllie* oi 
transportation would permit. Mrs. Morgan 
was also sent toward Sparta, whon a third 
courier arrived wiih a dispatch from Major 
Bullitt, that the enemy lead lalleu bock. 

Not liking to cvacuato the place until the 
enemy were actually approachiua,the General 
determined to send out aoulOOT ecout. In a 
few moments a courier returned, statin u' 
Uiat tho enemy were within two miles of ihe 
town, and approaching rapidly. His uieec.t^e 
was scarcely delivered before a tremtmdous 
y- 11 waa heard, aud upward* of live hundred 
Yankee cavalry , with cPawn sabers, were seen 
dashing up the main street. They got w ithin 
twenty feet of Gem ml Morgan aud the 
Officers who Hccompsbled him, before the;. 
were aware of It, and e-ommcuccd bucking 
one of them oyer the head. Gen. Morgan 
drew hi* pistol and killed the foremost ot his 
pursuers aud then :1 -d. Having * good horse, 
he succeeded lu making hi* escape, but Lieut. 
Colonel Martin, of Johnson's regiment, was 
shot ihrough the lungs and seriously wounded, 
snd Maj .r Dick McCann was sinick from his 
horse by a saber, and badly w tMiuded also. 

Major McCauu acted with great gallautry, 
aud to hit presence of mind General M..r_ lu 
is indebted for his escape. Major McCann 
ha* siuce made his escupa, and Vitved at this 
place to -day, all covered with blood, but a* 
gay and cheerful as usual. He says the cause 
of his bcii)_- captured was that he' feared the 
Yankees would not only overtake the Gen 
eral, but also the ambulanc-j which contained 
Mrs. Morgan and Mrs. McCsnn, and he ac- 
cordingly ordered them to halt, saying at the 
same lime, "you have captured the great 
chief at last." They at oace halted, and w hen 
they found out that he had deceived them, al- 
though he was already badly hurt, they struck 
him another severe' blow iu tbe raoulb. 
Captain Yail, who h id beeu emce the 
prisoner of Major McCann, ncognizxl 
him at of v, and caused him let lx* 
treated property, lie was placed under a 
strong guard aud carried out about three mile-- 
from town, with the list of our prisoners 
He determined to rltect his escape, and mak- 
ing himself cs agreeable as possible, be soou 
ingratiated himself with bis guard, and ply- 
ing the whisky pretty freely, he had them all 
iu a very somnolent condition before twelve 
o'clock. He wo* coufined iu au old stable, 
and he accordingly dug a hole under the lUht 
large enough to admit his passage oat: and, 
crawling on his hands snd knees tor upwards 
of three mllea, he eluded the vigilance of th'j 
guards, aud, passing through three brigades 
e f cavalry and infautry, reached Ihe river and 
swam to tbe other side, notwithstanding his 
great exhaustion trom Ihe lots of blood. He 
approached the house of n mau, who proved 
to be a good Southern man, where he remain- 
ed all night. The Major 1* a gallant ctficer, 
and hie many friends are greatly rejoiced at 
hit wonderful escjpe.

accjiupauied by eig'it tr ten soldiers, 
entered the clumsy vehicle, In a lev. nu- 
meuts It started up Mirl.et street, areut d tbe 
equare, tlown College to Chun h, and down 
Luurch to the Chattanooga depot, where* 
special train was in readiness to convey him 
;-o'ithwani. During all this time he was fol- 
lowed by men on horse lack and iu carriages, 
w bile an iudiscriruluale crowd of pedestriaus, 
army w agon* and dogs Joined iu the escort. 
There was no disloyal or uugenlkuianly eL- 
liiouslratiou*, however, duriug tun uuusual 
sceue, although many < runic il remarks and 
conjectures escaped ihe lips of the beholder*, 
i he most common expression was — "Suppose 
Rragg w ill u r admit him into his lines— w hat 
will ho do?'' This -juesUon genemllv re- 
mained unanswered, but was the subject of 
much speculation. The object ot such ic- 
tense observation maintained biuiseli very 
well during the excitement, *l;h»ugh exhibit- 
iug a tew signs of agitation.
